Forgotten. 



At flinpel .Monday morning, Mr. C. 
H. Kilts, president of the “K” Associa- 
tion. nnnonnced that that body had de- 
cided that no inemlier of the student 
body shall be allowed to wear any let- 
ter other than the ofFioial "K” won on 
the athletic field, and that the action 
of the association was hacked by the 
members of the Faculty. 

This means that all High School, 
Prep and Class letters shall he abolish- 
ed. and that anyone who wished to 
disport a sign of his athletic prowess 
and Ids physical honors must get out 
and make one of the teams. 

As it is, many of the students who 
kave won letters at other places make 
no effort to increase their honors here 
and it is thought that this has a ten- 
dency to diminish the support of ath- 
letics. An effort has bwn made all dur- 
ing recent years to prevent classes from 
awarding anything like an ofTicial let- 
ter, hut some of the classes have so 
nearly approached the real thing in their 
imitations that some drastic measures 
have been made necessary. There are 
quite a number of students who dis- 
like the idea of being forced to let 
others dictate to them what they shall 
wear, but the majority is in favor of the 
action, and there is no doubt that it 
will have a wholesome infla^nce on ath- 
letics generally.
